Bill Would Limit Officers’ 
Return to Enlisted Grades 


WASHINGTON. — Rep. Arthur 
Winstead (D., Miss.) has intro- 
duced a Defense-sponsored bill, 
HR 3513, that would deny officers 
receiving general discharges the 
inherent right to take up a former 
enlisted grade. 

Under present law, a Reserve or 
temporary officer whose discharge 
is under honorable conditions is 
entitled to reenlist in the grade he 
held before taking a commission. 

While a general discharge is 
honorable, and some officers get- 
ting general discharges deserve 
their former enlisted status, they 
should not be allowed it as a mat-

THE DIFFERENCES in ‘tours 
have been a sore point with serv- 
jeemen in some areas where Army 
and other. members serve under 
similar conditions. In. most areas 
(Japan, Azores, parts of Alaska, 
etc.) Army and Air Force tours are 
identical. 

But in some they are different, 
particularly for matfried men. The 
Army tour in Korea, for example 
is 16 months. AF members spend 
only 12. The Army four in New- 
foundland is 18 months for men not 
accompanied by dependents and 36 
for bachelors and those with fami- 





lies. AF men spend 18 unaccom- 
panied, 24 if they have no depend- 
ents. and 36 if they bring their 
families. gate 3 

While the Army makes_a distinc- 
tion between “accompanied” tours 
and those for men who leave their 
dependents behind, it does not have 
the AF rule that no man will be 
separated from his family for more 
than 18 months. Army men in Tur- 
key; parts of Alaska, Japan, and 
perts of North Africa serve two 
years apart from their families.

WHEN IT completes its study, 
the Defense group will draft recom- 
mended Defense directives which 
could require the services to 
change some tour lengths. Officials 
told Army Times this week, how- 
ever, that no major shake-up in the 
tour system is expected. 

More likely are new moves te 
see that available housing is spread 
more evenly and that the waiting 
time for dependents to join mem- 
bers is cut. This drive hes been un- 
derway for some time with only 
minor improvements. Big block has 
been the lack of housing generally 
overseas. 








Doctor-Dentist Pay Boost 


Attracts More 


WASHINGTON. — The pay raise 
veted military physicians and 
dentists last year is definitely re- 
taining career members and en- 
couraging nonRegular and civilian 
medics to become Regular officers.

Story Railroad 
Station Stands 
Minus Tracks 


FORT STORY, Va—Usually 
people wait at a railroad station. 
However, Fort Story has a station 
that’s waiting on the people. 

The one-story, red brick. build- 
ing was built just behind the old 
lighthouse hill when railroad 
tracks were run into the Cape 
Henry area in 1904.. When the land 
was turned over to the federal gov- 
ernment for a military post a few 
years later, the tracks remained 
for the railroad artillery guns 
which were brought on to the post. 
Just prior to War Il, Fort Story— 
which guards the entrance to 
Chesapeake Bay — was considered 
the heaviest armed post on the 
Atlantic Coast. 

The railroad wasn’t used as much 
in later years and the station 
building became a post office for 
a short time. In July 1954, the 
Htracks were removed altogether 
and the little building became a 
storage area.

Total gross pay to the civilians 
in 1956 came to $15,671,016. This 
figure represents an increase of ap- 


proximately 2 million dollars over 
1955. Net pay to the military per- 


sonnel for 1956 amounted to 
$305,850. 
Purchases totalling $2,512,891 


were made in this area ky the ar- 
senal purchasing office. On a na- 
tional scale, the arsenal purchases 
amounted to $16,002,807. 

Total number of civil service em- 
ployees on the arsenal payroll at 
the end of 1956 was 3356, compared 
to a 3147 figure one year ago. 

The rise in personnel resulted 
from a major changeover in mis- 
sion. On July 1, Raritan Arsenal 
became the Ordnance Corps supply 
depot for Project MASS (Modern 
Army Supply System). The addi- 
tional workload necessitated a hir- 
ing of over 200 persons last June. 





Two Generals 
Draw Flight Pay 


WASHINGTON. — The Army 
had two generals, 33 colonels and 
112 lieutenant colonels drawing 
flight pay during December 1956, 
a recent report to Congress shows. 

This is about the monthly aver- 
age for the last six months, except 
that lieutenant colonels in flight 
status have averaged 109. ; 

An average of $195,330 is paid 
each month in flight pay for these 
officers.

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Preliminary Pay Report 
e hee: PRELIMINARY report made by the Cordiner group’s 
subcommittee which has been studying Armed Services’ 
pay is certainly not susceptible to ready agreement by all 
concerned. For one thing, the innovations it proposes are 50 
far-reaching that it is difficult for anyone to form, on im- 
mature thought, any clear idea as to where they may lead. 
We have in mind, for example, the proposals to impose two 
new “supergrades” on the enlisted rank structure, to abolish 
the longevity system of pay inereases, and to “select-out” 


couple of promotion chances, This is not to take into account, 
either, the whole question of awarding big pay increases 
especially to those whose’ skills the services find useful at 
different times. (There is one that is going to get a real good 
working-over before, and if, it ever reaches Congress!) 

These measures, if adopted, will be far-reaching indeed. 
Therefore, any opinions concerning them individually ought 
to be based on sober and thorough study. It would be 
patently unfair to the men who*worked out this program for 
anyone either to condemn or approve it out/of hand and with- 
out proper consideration of their findings in whole or their 
separate parts. We hope to go into these things in future 

weeks. 

However, it is seaniiie at this time to say that there are 
certain aspects of the report for which we don’t care at all. 

For example, we do not like the absence of a provision 
for some sort of overall pay raise, extending through the 
ranks. Neglect on this score seems to indicate that the study 
group was not aware, during its considerations, that the cost 
of living was continuing to rise. It is hard to see how these 
men could have avoided knowing so, in the face of new wage 
adjustments going to industry, as provided by law, or in 
view of the current demands being made for pay raises to 
federal employees. But apparently they were successful. 

It may be said that the scope of the study was broad— 
perhaps intentionally so. Yet it might have been better if the! 
group had narrowed its sights a bit to take in some of what 
may be consideréd the minor annoyances of daily living: 
(These can loom large in a serviceman’s—or anyone’s—life) . 

For instance, we have i in mind the continuing failure of 
the Defense Department to credit a member. for «unused 
leave at the proper rate of $2.25 a day, based on quarters al- 
lowance. Instead, it persists in paying the enlisted man $1.25 
a day—a figure which has been out of date since passage of 
the 1949 Career Compensation Act. If the loss of a dollar a 
day-is considered a minor annoyance, that’s what it will have 
to be. But in that case it should not take more than a minor 
stroke of the pen ‘to set.it- right. Perhaps Mr. Cordiner or 
Mr. Wilson will get around to doing just that before sub- 
mitting their final recommendations to Congress. 


, All in 3 all, neglect on this small point seemed to typify 
this préliminary report for us. It went into the question of 
the need for increased pay with great persuasiveness—and 
almost éntirely from the viewpoint of the cold, impersonal 
government. 

In dealing with money, the group may have forgotten 
that it was also dealing with human lives and emotions. In 
this fd, it might be well to say this: To pay more for 
“hard” skills than for “soft” ones—as the group proposes— 
would p a constant stress within the services between 
human » of equal rank, with consequent painful re- 
adjustments in thePieture of himself that each man carries.

Any answer to this question is 
wrong. ‘The question is too gen- 
eral, Yet it is not so general as 
the first question I was inclined 
to put down,:a question to which 
the answer can be given without 
further explanation. 

“If it is impossible to do some- 
thing, is it wrong to try?” 

Here the answer must be, “Gen- 
erally, no,” If the answer were 
other, then much of what men do 
would be wrong. For men who 
challenge.the’ impossible are the 
envy of’ men who, don’t, their 
heroes and their leaders. 

Doing is not, howéver, killing, 
though killing is a doing—one of 
many. 

By agreement, it is a crime to

THESE are nice points that must 
be considered in defitiing the ‘in- 
tent of my first question, then 
searching out the answer.

Im- 
morality in war is difficult to. ac- 
cept. War is neither moral. nor im- 
mpral. It is amoral. Those who fight 
warts may be morally or: immorally 
motivated, And this, I think, is the 
key and the aaswer to the question 
first asked. -.~ 

Men morally motivated, -being 
unable to accomplish urbicide, err 
when. they use  indiscriminaté 
means to attack targets which he 
destroyed discriminately. To seek 
to destroy a city is wrong, unless 
it can be identified in its entirety 
as a military target, including its 
war plants, workers, headquarters, 
government offices, as well as 
worker’s families, the services and 
the stores which support them. 

And since it is impossible to 
destroy a city, to seek to destroy 
it is a crime.

can kill a city’s inhabitants and 
level its buildings and net destroy 
it. 

Carthage was oon eee is 
still today almost as well known 
as Rome, which has remained a 
city for some 2500 years. 

Destruction of a city does not 
destroy the. reason for its location 
nor the effect that the city as an 
institution has had on the total cul- 
ture of the civilization of which it 
is a part, In fact, the attempt to 
commit urbicide, in order to de- 
stroy the war-making potential of 
an enemy, can backfire during war 
in creating a greater determination 
to fight. 

In the non-fighting period after 
war, the drain on the resources of 
the conqueror can be so great as 
to drag down the conqueror to a 
level approaching that of the en- 
emy. This effort to rebuild the 
conquered country and its de- 
stroyed cities may deny the “fruits 
of victory” to the conqueror. 

* * * 


A CITY becomes in fact an in- 
stitution. With age, institutions 
take on an existence of their own, 
apart from their components. 

The non-arithmetie fact is that 
with cities; the whole is greater 
than the sum of the parts, that 
this excess of whole over parts has 
an existence apart from that of 
the parts.

The ‘Deuce O Deuce’ came into 
being last August as part of the 
new Southern European ‘Task 
Force. Although not large, the 
fleet of 18 fixed wing and rotor 
wing aircraft, when it is complete, 
will be as mobile and futuristic 
as SETAF itself. 


Designed for.an atomie war, the 
SETAF Command has attracted 
widespread attention. It is a small 
ready-to-go outfit, a part of LAND- 
SOUTH, comprised of Task Groups 
and equipped with such missiles of 
atomic capabilities. as the Honest 
John and Corporal.

tion of the 82d Abn.. Div. in 1942, 
the troopers wearing the double 
“A” phe. a5 oe called upon to do 
Many important jobs in many 
places. 

More than 100 division para 
troopers are now engzeged. in. one 
of the most important jobs ever 
undertaken by the famous division, 
short of combat.

While the refugees are’ at. the 
center they must be fed, housed 
and given’ the necessities of life.

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The Army Department: has stated 
‘its position as being that all enilist- 
ments “made in the Guard after 
April of this year will call for six 
months aetive duty on the part of 
the individual. The National Guard 
Association was very unheppy over 
this, and has offered a compromise 
proposal that would require the re- 
cruits to take only three months 
of training. 

The. Pentagon is awaiting the 
meeting of the Army Reserve Af- 
fairs Committee of the Reserve 
Officers Association, scheduled 
for this weekend, to see what 
position the Reserve leaders will 
take on this matter. 

If ROA supports the three-month 
proposal, then the fight by the 
Army is going to be just that much 
more difficult. If the Reservists 
hold out, however, for six months, 
then the position of the Army is 
strengthened just that much. 

Pentagon leaders resent the 
charge made by National Guard 
Association leaders that the Army 
Reserve program has been a 
failure. While the Army’s recruit- 
ing effort did get under way in 
September 1955, they contend that 
the first several months of the ef- 
fort should be discounted as this 
period was consumed primarily in 
getting organized. 

For the first six-months of 1956 
the Army recruited 45,016 enlisted 
Reservists. For the last six months 
of 1956 it recruited a total of 63,610 
—as of Jan. 18,.1957—of all cate- 
gories. 

So far, 47,042 six-month trainees, 
34,187 one-year Reserves—al] yet- 
erans—and 27,397 Reservists who 
will take two years of active duty 
heve been enlisted. So the total is 
108,626 new enlistments. 


It is recalled that this column 
said on Nov. 3, 1956, that “re- 
cruiting progress under RFA is 
not half bad,” and that the gen- 
eral feeling is that the’ Army has 
done an excellent job in putting 
the act across.

N the event you are ever stationed in. South Caro- 
lina, here is some-useful info: 


®@ Taxes—Taxes affecting servicemen in South 
Carolina are mainly those on sales (three percent). 

@ Autos—Oit-state drivers will find both their 
home state driving licenses and car tags are honored 
by South Carolina. Some counties have their own 
tags’ and while there is no official state inspection, 
cars mzy be checked periodically by patrol officers. 
= vary by weight. Drivers’ licenses are 50 
cents. 


The state requires $5000 properly damage and 
$10,000 liability insurance coverage. Individual bases 
may have their own insurance and inspection require- 
ments for on-base driving. 

® Trailers—They need not be licensed if perked 
as residences but must have “tags if hauled within 
the state. Fees vary by weight. 

® Schools—School children are held to no spe- 
cial entry requirements or residence criteria for high 
school graduation, Parents are wise, however, to 
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bring transcripts of grades or report cards to any 
new school system, 


® Marriage—Marriage age is 16 for both sexes 
in the state with parental consent and 18. without. 
No blood test or other examination is required. There 
is a two day wait, two witnesses are required and 
ceremonies may be either civil or religious. 

® Hunting and Fishing—Game laws allow 
servicemen on lezve in South Carolina to hunt and 
fish without license. They must have official orders 
however. State-based members may buy resident 
licenses ($1.10 for fishing, $3.10 for hunting and 
$1.10 for county hunting licenses). There are spe- 
cial permits ($1.10) required to fish on some lakes. . 
Outstate fees are $10.25 for fishing and $15.25 fer____—- 
hunting. 

Statistically, South Carolina is the 39th state in 
aree, the 26th in population and eighth to enter the 
Union. The capial and largest city is Columbia 
(86,914) and there are nine other cities of over 
10,000 population.

DEW Line Ships 
Might Beat Ice 
Via ‘Back Exit’ 


FORT STORY, Va.—A possibil- 
ity that a usable northwest passage 
has been found by the armed serv- 
ices in the far north was pre- 
sented to members of the Norfolk 
Chapter of the National Defense 
Transportation Association in their 
meeting here last week. 

Capt. Roland F. Pryce, the Navy’s 
assistant chief of staff for Arctic 
operations, told the association— 
during a dinner meeting at the 
Fort Story Officers Open Mess— 
that “we hope we have found a 
useful. northwest passage in Bel- 
lott Strait between Somerset Is- 
land and Boothia Peninsula.” 

Capt. Pryce explained that, should 
operations continue too long on 
one side of the line of radar bases 
which the armed forces maintain 
in the Arctic, a ship might still be 
able to escape being locked in by 
the ice by using the passage and 
sailing to the opposite side of the 
North American continent. The 
passages seldom freeze at the same 
time, he continued, and proper air- 
sea coordination could prevent a 
ship from being frozen in for the 
long Arctic winter. 

The ships—of the Military Sea 
Transport Services—would be in 
the area to bring supplies to the 
Distant Early Warning (DEW) 
Line of radar sites inside the Arctic 
Cirele which defend this country 
against surprise air attack. 

Army Transportation Corps 
troops, who received their amphib- 
ious training at Fort Story; have 
joined with the Navy’s MSTS for 
the past two years to move the 
materials necessary to build and 
maintain these sites.

Univac will dip into records of 
transactions involving over a hun- 
dred thousand different items 
when it begins: technical service 
accounting in March. 

However, the computer likes its 
problems immense. In the minute 
that a clerk might take to add a 
column of figures, Univac will have 
made 6000 calculations, pausing to 
repeat each problem as a self- 
check. Punched cards can flow 
into the machine at 150 a minute. 
The sorter breezes through 800 
cards a minute and the automatic 
printer, making champion typists 
look all thumbs, clicks out a hun- 





dred lines a minute.

The proposed pay system would 


pay him $78 while an E-1, $85.80 
when he makes E-2 and $99.37 
when he makes E-3. Thus there 
is no change to this point. 

Only one raise in grade E-3 is 
proposed. This is a raise to $117 
after two yeats in grade E-3. This 
is the same as the present system 
except that men who have been in 
the Army for many years, who 
are reduced through court martial 
or other action, draw longevity, 
which means $132.60 if ‘they’ve 
more than four years’ service, 
$140.40 for more than six, $148.20 
for more than eight, $156 for more 
than 10, $159.90 for more than 12, 
and $163.80 for more than 14 years’ 
service. aes 

The “typical” soldier makes E-4 
shortly before he completes his 
first two years. Thus he draws 
$122.30. Under the proposed pay, 
he’d draw $140.40, which is the 
amount he’d begin to draw under 
the old system after his first two 
years’ service. After four years’ 
service, an E-4 now draws $159.90. 
The proposed pay would give him 
$180 -a month after two years in 
wets. * * 3 


THE TYPICAL soldier again 
makes E-5 about the end of his 
first three years’ service or dur- 
ing the fourth year. Today this 
means $163.80, which increases to 
$191.10 after six years’ total serv- 
ice. Under the proposed pay 
scale, he’d draw $210 when pro- 
moted and get two $10 increases 
after each two years in grade. This 
$230, which an E-5 would make 
after seven to nine years’ total 
service under the proposed system, 
is more than he’d make until he 
had over 16 years’ total service 
under the system now being used. 

_There’s no “typical” promotion 
pattern today to grades E-6 and 
E-7. - 

The average E6, at a guess, 
draws $234 to $241.80, and the 
average E-7~° draws $273.00 to 
$288.60 


Under the proposed pay system, 
the E6 would draw $250 when 
promoted, with three’ $10 ‘raises 
for each two -years.in grade.

GI HOME LOAN 


Q. May a soldier still on active 
duty borrow money from the gov- 
ernment to buy a home?

A. A serviceman on active duty, 
except a recallee or reenlistee, is 
not eligible for a GI Bill home 
loan. A discharge under conditions 
other than dishonorable is a re- 
quirement.

How- 
ever, you may qualify for a home 
loan under the FHA in-service loan 
program. Loans are obtained from 
banks which handle FHA mort- 
gages. FHA insures the loans; it 
does not lend money.

PEOPLE ASK ME what was the toughest fight

Bekker caught me in the first 15 seconds of the 
pening round with a left hook that dropped--me. 
I.was up at two, but had to take the mandatory 
eight count. After taking the’ count, I moved in 
and connected with a combination of punches to 
drop him. I thought to myself; “Now we’re even, 
buddy, let’s start from scratch.” 

In the second round, I found the South African 
I dropped him two more 
times in that round; but he caught me with a good 
blast to the stomach. I knew I was in a real battle. 
Starting fast in the final round, I caught him with 
two good right hands and the referee called a halt 
to the bout.

NOW I°VE BEEN fighting for quite a few years, 
but even still I must confess that this was. prob- 
ably the one fight in my life that I really wanted 
to see stopped. . 

I'll be the first to admit that you have to be 
vicious and hard-hitting in the ring if you expect 
to taste the fruits of success. In the ring it’s you 
against the other man, no holds barred. The mo- 
ment you spot an opening your punch should be 
on its way. 

Don’t think me soft-hearted when I say that 
there is a time when a fighter in a ring, seeing his 
opponent helpless, only has thoughts of sorrow and 
pity rather than those of finishing him off, 

Maybe you can class me in that small group of 
boxers who feal that it is much easier to stand in 
the ring and take a pounding than it is to hit a 
man obviously helpless standing before you.

WHAT FOLLOWED was without a doubt the 
toughest punch for me to throw in my.career.

I was following through with my left, when 
the referee grabbed it in mid-air and halted the 
proceedings.
